While the task of relining brakes 
is one primarily for an experienced re- 
pairman, the operation can be per- 
formed by those who enjoy doing their 
own work if they will but devote the 
time required to do It efficiently, the 
method to be followed being explained 
herewith: 

First, purchase the new lining in 
one piece, cutting the necessary 
lengths after the wheels and brakes 
have been removed. 

The correct length of material is 
obtained by laying a tape measure 
around the outside of the external 
brake band, making an allowance of 
about one-half inch overlapping at the 
edges of the band opening. This 
gives the proper length for one exter-

The idulr female worm, 
Inhabiting the_ small intestine, lays 
thousands of eggs @afly. After these 
pass out of the body_they hatch with- 
in one or two duys; They are micro- 
scopic tn size when batched and never 
grow larger as long as they remain In 
the ground. 

“Then comes alon, .a palr of bare 
feet or hands, or some other ‘part of 
the body touches the infected ground, 
and the little villains make the most 
of thelr opportunity, They promptly 
begin to bore their way through the 
skin, causing a severe irritation known 
as ‘ground itch.’ Once under the skin,

HOME WAS ONGE SHOW PLACE 


First President Lived There ‘When In- 
augurated First Time—Mrs. Wash. 
ington Wrote That She Found 
Life There Very Duil. 

New York.—A walk tn ‘Cherry street 
recalls that in the Seventeenth century 
when the little Dutch settlement of 
New Amsterdam passed over into the 
bands of the English and was catied 
New York, there’ came one Richard 
Sackett in 1671 and possessed himself 
of; land out in the country, amid green 
lanes and fronting for about 400 feet 
on the West river.. He planted cherry 
trees along the bank, then planned a 
pleasure garden, which should have a 
bowling green, like the gardens in old 
England. Tables were placed and tea 
was served, with rum or arrack, or 
even good madeira to drink the health 
of King Willlam. and Queen Mary. 
‘The owner called the place Cherry 
Garden. A lane ted to it. from the 
town. This soon took the name of 
Cherry. lane, and in the springtime, 
under the blossoming trees, young.men 
and maidens strolled. 

As the years went on the lane be- 
came a street and was extended untll 
it ended tf» what was then St. George’s, 
now Franklin square. Houses were put 
up along its length, and in 1770 a fine 
one was built of brick by Walter 
Franklin, a rich merehant who traded 
with China and left his pame as a 
legacy to-Franklin square. He left a 
rich widow as well, who married again, 
this time Samuel Osgood, and the big 
brick house, three stories. nigh, be- 
longed then to them.

She had to pass through 
Philadelphia, then a flourishing town 
“with a more exclusive society than 
New York,” writes a chronicler of the 
time. 

The New York Advertiser of May 27, 
remarked: “We are informed that 
Mrs. Washington may be expected tn 
town about four o’clock. His Excel- 
lepey, the President and suite, having 
gone over to meet her at Blizabeth- 
town in the federal barge. The place of 
landing will be Peck's slip.” She was 
welcomed by a large crowd and the 
President escorted her to 3 Cherry 
Street. Two nights afterward she held 
her first reception, and all those who 
had a claim to elegance and refinement 
gathered in the large square rooms, 

Regular receptions were held after 
this “when Mrs, . Washington would 
stand by. the general in receiving the 
respects of the visitors.”
